OHN- COWAN, ’bus driver, 26 Charle- 
vile avenue, North Strand, and -Paul 
Corrigan, ’bus driver, 87 Clonliffe road, 

were charged with conspiring in Dublin to 
rob Jerome P. Scanlan, manager of the 
Munster and Leinster Bank, Dungannon, and 
conspiring to steal a motor car, the property 
of James P. Carroll, from Whitworth road, 
Dublin, and with stealing the car and using 
it without the owner's. consent. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with Mr. Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) prosecuted. Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed 
by Mr. John Murtagh) appeared for Cowan, 
and Mr. Con Lehane, solicitor, appeared for 
Corrigan. 

Mr. Maguire, K.C., said that there was 
no actual charge of robbery against the 
accused men, as that offence was committed 
outside the jurisdiction of the Free State. 
They were, however, charged with having 
conspired in Dublin to carry out the offence." 

At the time there was a ‘bus and tram 
strike in Dublin, and the two accused men. 
who were *bus drivers, were involved in the 
strike. The incidents in this case began with 
the larceny in Dublin of Mr. Carroll’s motor 
car on ist April. Next morning this car 
appeared in Northern Ireland at Backfort, 
near Donoughmore, County Tyrone. The car 
was seen by several people in the district. 
When Mr. Scanlan, manager of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Dungannon, was. driving 
that morning to a sub-office at Pomeroy, the 
car passed him on the road and stopped. A’s 
he approached, three men armed with re- 
volvers got out and held him up. Mr. 
Scanlan was then put in the back of his 
own car and driven up a bye-road. Glasses 
that obscured his vision were put on his 
When next the car stepped, Mr. 
Scanlan was ordered out, and his hands and 
feet were tied and he was left on a ditch. 
Before lea, him a shot was fired, and 
later a bullet hole was found in the petrol

They held him 
up, and one of them got into the driving seat 
of witness s car, while he was ordered into 
the back of the car, where the other covered 
him with a revolver. He was ordered to 
take off his glasses and a pair of glasses that 
obscured his vision were put on him. The 
car was driven up a bye-road, where he was 
taken out, his hands and feet were tied and 
he was put on a ditch. He heard a shot 
before the men left. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynn, witness said 
that he was certain about the identity of 
the two men who took him away in the 
car—they were the men now in the dock, 


A MAN IN UNIFORM 


He identified Corrigan in the Bridewell at 
an identification parade on November the 9th, 
at which there were seven other persons. 
On the previous day he identified Cowan 
at Eden quay, following conversations with 
Sergeant Deering, whom he had met by 
appointment at Hopkims’ corner. Sergeant 
Deering had asked him to go down to identify 
g man in a "busmau’s uniform. He saw a man 
whom he identified as Cowan in the driving 
peat of a “bus. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lehane, witness said 
that he identified Cowan by his voice and 
trousers as the man who had come back to 
him. 

Mr. James P. Carroll, Agent for the Bank 
of Ireland, Fairview, sai 
owner of a blue Morris Cowley 1928 model. 
On the Ist April his wife came home and 
reported to him that the car was missing 
from Drumcondra, where she had left it. The 
car was missing on the 2nd April, but on 
the afternoon of the 3rd April, in response to 
a message from the Guards, he went to Cabra 
road, where he found it. He formed the 
Opinion that the car had been driven hard— 
the water in the radiator having boiled over 
and left stains. Some of the electric bulbs 
were blown, which was: consistent with 
having been lighting while being driven hard 
during the night. One side of the radiator 
had been opened to keep the engine cool. 
The car had left, his garage clean on Mon- 
day, Ist April, and when. he saw it on the 
órd April it was splashed with mud. There 
was in the tank petrol in excess. of what 
had been there when the car was taken. The 
engine itself was very stiff and he found it 
hard to start, but eventually he got it started 
and drove to the Guards’ Barracks, Cabra. 

Mrs. Margaret McLean, Donoughmore, Co. 
Tyrone, said that she carried on a grocery 
business and also sold petrol. On 2nd April 
of last year a car came to the door and two 
men got out. One of them, whom she 
identified as Corrigan. came into the shop 
and bought biscuits, The other man bought 
The car then went off towards 
Pomeroy. In November last she was in Upper 
O'Connell street, and from the cars parked 
there ‘picked out one car.

Patrick Woods, a farmer, said that he saw 
the blue motor car outside McLean’s shop, 
but he could not identify the men at the car. 

Andrew Lynch, Preventive Officer, said 
that on April 2nd he saw a motor car cross 
the Tyrone border into the Free State.

Employment Act would entail an addi-

Southern Railways Company of about £30,000 
was claimed by Mr. Hartnell Smith, ac- 
countant to the company, in his evidence 
before the Railway Tribunal, sitting at the 
Four Courts, Dublin, yesterday. 

Judge O’Brien presided over the court. 
Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., Mr. E. J. Kelly, 
K.C., and Mr. y Healy (instructed by Mr. 
John J. McDonald) appeared for the Great 
Southern Railways Co.; Mr. R, W. Marshall 
represented Messrs. A. Guinness, Son and 
Co.; and Mr. P. J. O'Connell represented 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The Great Southern Railways Co. made 
an application for a review by the Tribunal 
of the standard charges ‘and exceptional 
charges, and an order declaring that neo 
modification should take pjace in the present 
8 Ba charges and exceptional charges as 
ixed. 

Mr, Phelps, opening the case for the ap- 

t 


Tm the operation of the Conditions of 


plicant company, said that since the 
review the company had been charging the 
Standard charges fixed by the Tribunal b 
orders dated 2lst January, 1936, and 4t 
July, 1932, and the exceptional ‘charges 
authorised by the Act. On December 15th, 
1935, the Railway Tribunal had fixed the 
standard revenue at £561,189. 

The applicant company had, in the mean- 
time, obtained a net revenue, and an average 
annual net revenue, less than its standard 
net revenue as fixed by the Tribunal. 

There had been no expenditure of addi- 
tional capital, for which an allowance might 
be made under Section 54 (4) of the Act of 
1924. The deficiency in standard net revenue 
was not due to lack of efficiency or economy 
in the management of the company, and a 
deficiency was likely to continue for the next 
twelve months, , 

The company now applied for an order 
reviewing their standard charges and exce 
tional charges, and declaring that no mm 9 
fication should take place in the present 
— charges and exceptional charges as 
ixed. 


NET REVENUE 


In answer to the Judge and to Mr, Phelps, 
Mr. Hartnell Smith, accountant, Great 
Southern Railways Co., said that the net 
revenue for the years 1933, 1934 and 1935 
was £388,454, £459,252 and £497,113, respec- 
tively. 

The deficiency below net revenue was 
£477,000 (1933), £101,937 (1934) and £64,070 
(1955). The average standard revenue for 
those three years had been £662,640; the 
average net revenue £448,273, and the 
average deficiency £214,367. 

Expenditure en maintenance had risen, but 
the expenditure was not yet sufficient for 
proper maintenance. The company had not 
done much more than maintain the assets with 
complete safety, and had not been able to 
maintam as high a standard as formerly, or as 
high as they would like. Painting work, 
he added, was in arrears. 

In reply to the Judge, Mr. Smith said that 
no decision had been arrived at with regard 
to the extension of the use of the Drumm 
battery. 

The company’s expenditure must increase. 
The widows and orphans would cost them 
about £12,000 anmually ; the Conditions of Em- 
ployment Act would cost approximately 
£20,000 this year, and approximately 
£30,000 in each future full year’s working; 
and_pestoration of cuts would cost another 
£35,000. 

That would leave a 5 per cent. cut., which 
was to continue until the end of 1936, when 
there would be further negotiations.. Restora- 
tion of 5 per cent. to shopmen would cost 
£24,000 in a full year. 


ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY 


Mr. Smith said that he saw no reason for 
All possible steps 
had| been taken to ensure economy and effici- 
ency. A modification would not enable the 
company to attain the standard revenue. 

In the course of his decision, Judge 
O’Brien said that he was satisfied that the 
deficiency was not due to lack of economy or 
lack of efficiency of management, and he was 
satisfied that it was likely to continue for a 
period, which the Court was unable to deter- 
mine, Modification of charges would not help 
the company to attain the standard revenue. 

No person, representing either the public 
or business interests, had come forward to 
present any. objection or submission. 

He was satisfied, he said, that no modi- 
fications were necessary, and, consequently, 
the Court would make no modification of the 
standard or exceptional charges.

Our recent articles on the Bourn- 
Vincent Memorial Park have 
suggested to a Swiss reader that 
an article on the Swiss National 
Park would be interesting. 

The Swiss park has as tts first 
object the preservation of alpine 
‘plants and animals, but it is at 
the same time a centre of attrac- 
tion for numerous tourists and a 
of observation for the 
scientist and the lover of nature. 

The park is well described in the 
following article by Dr. Schréter, 
Professor of Botany at the Federal 
Technical College at Ziirich,

self on possessing a growing treasure of 

primitive Alpine Nature of inestimable 
value—the Swiss National Park in the Lower 
Engadine. 

This is a territory over ninety miles in 
circumference, from which all disturbing 
influences of man over nature are to be ex- 
cluded for all time; where perfect protection 
exists for plants and animals, and where the 
natural equilibrium hitherto interfered with 
by man -may ultimately be regained. 

Not a shot may be fired; no axe or scythe 
may be used, cowbells no longer heard, nor 
any flowers gathered or fallen trees removed. 
An island of untouched primitive natural 
existence is to develop in the midst of. the 
seething waves of civilisation. 

The creation of large preserves of this kind 
is undoubtedly the most effective and per- 
manent form of nature-protection. 

The Ofen territory containing the preserve 
is literally predestined to such an object by 
a whole series of favourable qualities. The 
surroundings are exceptionally beautiful. 
The rugged Dolomites of the Lower Engadine 
give the country a characteristic stamp of 
wildness. 

No one who has stood on the top of the 
pass of Sur il Foss, between Val Minger and 
Val Plavna, can ever forget the tremendous 
impression conveyed by the sight of the 
towering pyramid of Piz Plavna Dadaint. In 
a single sweep the peak rises from the bottom 
of Pal Plavna to a height of 10,400 feet, 
presenting to the observer its broad flank, 
fissured with channels of debris, where the 
eternal struggle of the plant world against 
the constantly-threatening mountain spirits 
of destruction takes place. 

The district is sparsely inhabited and little 
cultivated, and is thus particularly suited for 
eliminating human influences. It is, in addi- 
tion, richly wooded, and has dense areas of 
spruce, larch, stone pines and mountain pines, 
like virgin forest. Its flora is exceptionally 
rich on account of the variety of rock forma- 
tions and its position on the boundaries of 
the West and East Alpine floras; the upper 
lines of demarcstion are also unusually high. 

A number of Swiss plants occur only within 
this district, and quite recently Braun even 
discovered in the Nationa] Park a plant new 
to science and described by him as Draba 
ladina. It is a yellow-flowering Crucifer be- 
longing to an otherwise quite northern

The prisoner then said that the Court had 
no walbesity to try him, and he “did not

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The Battle of the Boyne 


To-day, July Ist, is the anniversary of 
the Battle of the Boyne—the landmark in 
Irish history which brought about the 
downfall of the Stuart dynasty and the 
consolidation of the Protestant succession. 
It was on the morning of July 1st, 1690, 
that James took up his position with his 
Irish and French supporters on the right 
bank of the Boyne—but the story is too 
well known - already.

July Quintilis

Strictly speaking, Canicula does 
not rise with the sun uytil the last days 
of August. The Romatis believed other- 
wise. 

With July comes sheep-shearing, jam- 
making, hay-making, and the peak of the 
London season, various national festi- 
vals, pilgrimages, and the anniversary of 
the Battle of the Boyné. Originally, July 
was the fifth month of the Roman year, 
and bore the name Quintilis. In the 
Alban Calendar it numbered 3% days. 
Romulus reduced this quota to ól, and 
Numa cut off another day, but Julius 
Cesar restored its 31 days, which now 
represent the July of to-day. Caesar was 
interested in July, because it was his 
natal month, but it was only after his 
death that Mark Antony changed its 
name from Quintilis to July, in. honour 
of Caesar. 

The Saxons had a name of their own 
for Ju'y; for they called it Hey Monath, 
because it was the time when they mowed 
their’ hay. They often called it Maed 
Monath, because the meads were then in 
bloom. 


Sir Partin WCelvin 


Sir Martin Melvin, reputed to be one of 
the richest Reman Catholics in England, 
crossed to Ireland last week. He was on 
his way *o the Catholic Truth Conference 
at Tuam, where he is the of the 
Archbishop of the diocese. Sir Martin, 
who is a Private Chamberlain to His 
Holiness the Pope, is Chairman ahd 
Director of the Universe, the organ of 
Roman Catholic opinion in England, The 
Melvin family originated in the West of 
Ireland, but have been resident for a 
number of years in England. Some time 
ago Sir Martin purchased Billesley Manor, 
a very historic seat near Stratford-on- 
Avon. During the War Sir Martin was 
instrumental in raising large sums of 
money for war charities. He organised 
the finances and supplies for the Roman 
Catholic huts on the Western front. 


Novices Luck 


The victory of Raeburn in the Irish 
Derby may be taken as an example of 
what ‘‘old timers’’ would call novices’ 
luck. Mr. Hollingsworth, his owner, told 
me after the race that Raeburn is the first 
colt he ever owned. ' But, like all wise 
men, when Mr. Hollingsworth decided to 
take up racehorses he went the right way 
about it; for he paid a four-figure price 
for Raeburn as a yearling at the Don- 
caster Sales of 1934. The colt, who is by 
Solario out of Harpy, was bred by 
Viscount Furness, and was one of his 
draught at Doncester that year. He traces 
right back to La Fléche, I believe. As a 
two-year-old the colt was backward, and 
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ran unplaced on his only two outings. 
This year he acoounted for the Columb 
Produce Stakes at Newmarket. His wm 
in the Irish Derby may be taken as an 
Irish one. for his owner is one hundred 
per cent. an Irishman, although he now 
resides at Woking, in Surrey, and lias not 
been to Ireland for twenty years or more, 
Still, Mr. Hollingsworth’s father was a 
County Down, man, and his mother be- 
longed to Airfield; near Rathcoole. More- 
over, his brother was a member of the 
staff of a bank in Naas some years ago, 
and is now résident in Dublin Mr. 
Hollingsworth, who is accompanied by his 
son and daughter; made a tour of Irish 
beauty spots on Tuesday, and is remain- 
ing here until Friday. . He tells me that, 
in addition to Raeburn, he now owns a 
very promising filly, and the colt’s next 
public appearance is to be in the St. Leger 
at Doncaster. 


Have a Heart! 


In Dail debates and on the hustings 
our energetic Ministers of State have been 
taking and giving some hard knocks 
lately, and I noticed that, like a pugilist 
battering at his adversary’s most vulner- 
able spot—usually a healed-up cut over 7n 
eye—their opponents have been aiming 
their blows at political hearts. Nothing, 
said a T.D. speaking of the Finance 
Minister, can melt. that heart of ice; 
another likened the vital organ to a stone, 
while a third declared that the ministerial 
body held no heart at all. I am glad none 
of these critics doubted the honesty of the 
heart that beats under a Saorstat-made 
coat. That would have been ungracious, 
But he &ho pleaded for a change of heart 
in the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce voiced the wish of ‘many who are 
burdened by tariffs and the intricacies of 
import licences. How comforting it would 
be for a kindly-natured man to have the 
use of a sterner heart, outside his corporal 
self, for use in the extractions of public 
authority ? Anybody might ask the 
Minister if he saw the Jrish Times report 
about the artificial heart, complete in a 
sterile chamber, which will be exhibited 
at Copenhagen. Then there would be 
supplementary questions. Would the 
Minister purchase the model? Under 
which section of the ‘Customs schedule 
would the contrivance be classified? 
Would the duty be paid from the public 
funds? And would the Minister issue a 
licence for the free importation of his new 
heart? . . . But our deputies are not nearly 
as alert as they might be! 


Bogs in Place Names 


No one who knows Ireland will be sur- 
prised at the fact that Moin, meaning 4 
bog, occurs in an enormous number of the 
Gaelic names up and down the country, 
though in some cases, as Joyce reminds 
us, the bit of bog that is responsible for 
the name may have been cut away and 
the land reclaimed. Some of the existing 
words, of which Mon, or Moneen, form a 
part, make up a place-name that is full 
of promise to the enthusiast who delves 
into ancient local history in order to find 
out something mores For instance, Mona- 
braher, in County Limerick, or Moin-na- 
mbrathar, means the bog of the Friars, 
while Monamointree, in Waterford was 
once the bog of the widows. The diminu- 
tive Moneen forms part of the names of 
more than twenty townlands in all four 
provinces; example, Ballymoneen, the 
town of the litle bog. One of the most 
intriguing of these is Moneenagunnell. in 
King’s County, meaning the little bog: of 
the candles ; “and another in Cavan, where 
Moneenabrone means the little bog of the 
quern.

REVALUATION IN THE NORTH | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Clause 21 in the Imperial Finance Bill, 
1936, proposesto amend the law of the assess- 
ments of Schedules A and in Northern 
Ireland. 

The recent Northern Ireland Revaluation 
Act, 1952, made no distinction in contiguous 
ratings where one occupier held under more 
than one landlord, as was the case in the 
1852 Valuation Act. Now, under the above 
bill, -rateable hereditaments, held under .two 
or more immediate lessors under different 
contracts of tenancy, shall have the annual 
value of that rateable hereditament ascer- 
tained in accordance with the valuation to be 
apportioned by the surveyor under Schedule 
A, after consultation with the Commissioner 
of Valuation, between the said contiguous 
hereditaments. 

The same procedure will take place where 
part only of a rating is guibject to Schedule B,

The behaviour of “a Japanese medical 


witness caused a sensation at to-day’s 
hearing in the British Consular Court of 
Inquiry into the death of a Japanese 
oficer. Dr. Terada, who performed an 
autopsy on the body of Kisaku Sasaki, 
brought to Court the dead man’s brain in 
a basket carried by a nurse. 

When he came to give evidence he 
assumed rubber gloves and a muzzie, and 
proceeded to display the gruesome remains.

The Last Appeal 


Yesterday the Abyssinian Emperor made 
a last, despairing bid for his country’s 
independence. There is no precedent for 
the appearance of a crowned head before 
the League Assembly, but, as the Emperor 
himself explained, the circumstances are 
without precedent. Quiet attempts to ex- 
clude him from the Assembly Hall have 
been in process for days past, and it is 
clear that his presence was by no means 
universally welcomed yesterday. Who can 
wonder? The arrival of that pathetic 


brought home to many. delegates a new 
| understanding of their treachery alike to 
him and to the Covenant of the League. 
His speech was subdued, and reproachful 
rather than angry, but it laid bare the 
full iniquity of Signor Mussolini's 
invasion and—with even more terrible 
clarity—the shame of a League that told 
him to trust it, and then sacrificed him. 
The Negus began with an indictment of 
Italy's use of poisonous gases, and warned 
the nations that the tortures which 
Ethiopia had suffered would fall some day 
to their own lot. Retracing the one-sided 
quarrel, he showed how his country always 
had sought peace with the Italians, who 
had repaid its efforts by the continual 
fomentation of strife between the different 
Abyssinian tribes. Italy had been pre- 
paring for years to launch a campaign of 
conquest against Abyssinia, but the 
Emperor had been so credulous as to 
believe in Europe’s good faith, and to 
assume that the invasion would be for- 
bidden both by the League and by Italy’s 
own treaties with his nation. When at 
last it began he asked Europe’s help, and 
fifty-two nations pledged their word that 
Italy would not conquer. Then “ a certain 
Government in Europe,’’ setting greater 
store in its “secret treaty ’’ with Italy 
than in its obligation under the Covenant, 
struck the first blow to sanctions; others 
followed. Where embargoes were imposed 
they were imposed to the disadvantage not 
of Italy, but of her victim. Now the two 
strongest Powers are seeking to remove 
sanctions, and thus, in essence, to admit 
that the war is over. 

In appealing thus for Ethiopia, the 
Negus concluded, he was appealing for all 
small nations, for the whole noble con- 
ception of collective security, and for the 
peace. His appeal will be un- 
availing. Small nations mean nothing to 
the great nations; collective security is a 
useful catch-cry for political parties—a 
handy generalisation for statesmen who 
wish to avert saspicion from their coun- 


world’s 


tries’ warlike activities ; world peace is a 
dream. The Abyssinian episode, at its 
worst, has proved that the instincts of 
men and nations are just what they were 
two thousand years ago. At its best, it 
shows that Europe has tried to crowd a 
century of aspiration into fifteen years. 
The Covenant of the League has failed at 
its first real test; it is a splendid instru- 
ment—but the finest instrument is useless 
if there are no hands to wield it. What 
will happen now? Will the nations re- 
tain the Covenant as a 
ambition, conscious that it will not be 
applied when the need arises? Will they 
alter it into a Covenant which, while en- 
titling them to condemn an act of aggres- 
sion, will not oblige them to take any 


symbol of an 


measures against the aggressor? Will they 
abandon it utterly, and, with it, all hope 
of peace by international agreement? We 
fear that they will choose the first course, 
and that Europe will remain subject to 
the theoretic control of a League of 
Nations which means nothing because 
its members intend that it shall mean no- 
thing. The League has failed every time. 
It failed in the case of Corfu; it let the 
Gran Chaco war drag on for years; it 
bleated helplessly against the menace of 
Hitlerism ; it has permitted the Japanese 
to usurp nearly one-half of China. Its 
last opportunity came when Signor Mus- 
solini advanced into Africa. Every nation 
condemned his aggression, but the League 
has shrunk from the final step that would 
assert its sovereignty over the nations and 
would impose the rule of law. Such a 
League is worse than If the 
nations cannot devise an improvement on 
it let them return to private alliances, 
and forget about the exploded concept of 
collective security.

Aftermath 


Dublin’s municipal elections have left 
their mark on the city in at least the 
literal sense, and a special correspondent 
in today’s issue describes the posters and 
inscriptions which will disfigure it for 
some weeks to come. Before the present 
campaign began Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly 
appealed to all parties to have some regard 
for the appearance of the town, but with- 
out much effect. Although the candidates 
were reasonably disposed at first, they 
have fallen, as usual, to the temptation 
of plastering their appeals to the voter 
in any place where they may expect to 
catch his eye, and have paid small respect 
either to public or private property. The 
candidates, through their agents, must be 
held responsible for these displays, and 
it is curious to reflect that their claim 
to govern Dublin should be ‘asserted in a 
manner which shows so very little regard 
for their city. It is hard, indeed, to deny 
the logic of the letter which we print on 
another page, in which the writer describes 
how, on his way to the polling booth 
yesterday morning, he observed the masses 
of election posters covering tramway 
standards, letter-boxes and: the trunks of 
“I decided,” he says, “not to 
vote for any party represented by men 
who so obviously were without any civic 
pride, and lacked even a sense of 
decency.’’ The enthusiasts who put up 
the posters might reply, of course, that 
it is absurd to be seriously indignant 
about a minor error of taste, committed 
in the heat*of an electoral struggle. They 
could be excused more easily if it were 
not for the fact that this petty vandalism 
does not take place on rare occasions, but 
has become a frequent nuisance.

Every 
election, 
a by-election, a municipal election, or 
even a fairly large public meeting, the 
city is disfigured, and some of the marks 
on it are almost permanent. Posters, 
however unsightly, will decay in time 
even if they are not removed, but some of 
the mural inscriptjons in Dublin—calling 
on the public to rescue prisoners long 
since released, and to vote for politicians 
long since retired—have lasted for ten or 
twelve years without showing much sign 
of wear. They may not be so frequent 
now as they used to be, but it is fashion- 
able still for anybody with a cause or a 
private grievance to express himself with 
a paint-brush on the side of the bridges 
and quays. Such appeals usually are the 
work of irresponsible boys, who cannot be 
expected to have much civic spifit, but 
they are set a very bad example by people 
who ought to be responsible. The dis. 
figurement of our streets has become 
chronic, and it is time that the nuisance 
should be brought to an end. If the law 
as it: stands at present cannot stop indis- 
criminate bill-posting, it could be amended 
without difhculty. As for the painters, a 
stiff fine for the next culprits who are 
caught would do a great deal to discourage 
the others.

Twenty years ago to-day the Battle of 
the Somme was inaugurated by one of the- 
most gallant feats of arms in the annals 
of the British Army. On the morning of 
July 1st the 36th Ulster Division made its 
historic attack on Thiepval. This redoubt- 
able position hhd been fortified by the 
Germans with all the skill and care of 
which they were capable. It was recog- 
nised by the experts on both sides as 
virtually impregnable; yet the British 
High Command decided that it must be 
stormed at all costs, and the Ulster 
Division was chosen to make the attack. 
It was a forlorn hope. The Germans were 
astonished when the Ulstermen hurled 
themselves against their machine-gun 
emplacements, and for a time it seemed 
almost as if the 36th Division would gain 
the day. Time and again the young men 
from the North dashed through a devastat- ° 
ing fire; time and again they were 
repulsed. They did not retain Thiepval ; 
but they inflicted terrible losses on the 
Germans, and such successes as were 
gained afterwards on the Somme were due 
in very large extent to the Ulstermen’s 
sacrifices on that July morning. ‘Twenty 
years have passed, A generation has 
arisen in Ireland that never knew of the 
Somme, or of those dark days in the 
North when every casualty list was thick 
with Irish names. In those times there 
was no distinction between North and 
South, between Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, between Unionist and Nation- 
alist. Men of the Ulster Division carried 
Major Willie Redmond into the Convent 
at Locre when he had been wounded 
mortally. ‘At Messines and Wytschaete 
the 16th (Irish) and the 36th (Ulster) 
Divisions vied with each other in 
neighbourly valour. Throughout the 
War—in France, in Flanders, on the 
peninsula at Gallipoli, in’ Palestine 
and at Salonika—Irishmen from North 
and South fought side by side for 
a common cause, Then they were

The Invincible Padgham 


The excited shouting at Hoylake now 
has died, and Alfred Padgham pockets 
the nominal £100 prize that is the reward 
of a week’s nerve-racking golf for the 
British Open title. By now he is a familiar 
figure to every golfer who reads the news- 
papers. His “ lazy ” swing, his “ sleepy ' 
smile, his “ giant ” hands and his “ im- 
perturbability ’’ have been seized upon by 
descriptive writers; and they have used 
those terms continually to describe a big, 
rather silent man who in a few months has 
set his name among the golfing immortals. 
Before a shot was played in the Open, 
bookmakers were offering six to one 
against him; and six to one are meagre 
odds in a field of several hundreds, and in 


mean the differente between success and 
failure. Padgham, however, has sur- 
rounded himself with the aura that graced 
the heads of Harry Vardon, John Ball, 
Harold Hilton and Bobby Jones; and, in 
the most chancy of all games, it seems 
only necessary that he should enter in order 
to win. We feel sure that the Free State 
would like to have a look at this remark- 
able man. In about a fortnight’s time 
begins the Irish Open Championship at 
Royal Dublin; and, if only Padgham 
would consent to come and take our title 
back with him, he would have a reception 
from Irish golfers that might upset even 
his now famous “ imperturbability.’’ 
Perhaps already he has dispatched his 
entrance form and fee, and is making 
ready to cross the Irish Sea in search of 
his sixth championship title; but, if he 
has not yet taken the decision, let us urge 
him most strongly to come. Whatever 
reproaches may have been levelled at the 
Royal Dublin course in the past few years 
now are unjustified; and new tees and 
bunkers have transformed it into as 
strenuous a test of golf as there is to be 
found in the British Isles, With Cecil 
Ewing’s Walker Cup selection, the Free 
State has been put well on the golfing map. 
If Alfred Padgham comes for July 14 the

HIDDEN NEEDS

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article:—The new regulations of the Un- 
employme. + Assistance Board will be made 
public in a fortnight’s time. Meanwhile, 
there is a period of gtliet, in which notice 
may be taken of a part of the Board’s 
work on which political parties are not 
ranged against each other. Disregarding 
what is contentious in the. Board’s recent 
report—and the causes of the contention 
are in the Act of Parliament defining the 
Board’s duties rather than in the 
administration itseli—the common judg- 
ment will be that the Board has estab- 
lished a great social service. In doing so 
the Board’s officers have made a social 
survey of a character and extent without 
parallel, and brought: many dark things 
to light. They have become acquainted 
with the financial circumstances of house- 
holds with nearly 2,500,000 members, and 
these households are in all parts of the 
country. Official acquaintance becomes, 
in a careful administration of the means 
test, a personal acquaintance, and the 
presence of exceptional circumstances leads 
the officer to an acquaintance with the 
family and with the state of the home. 

The information which the officers 
furnish presents a great many facts of 
the lives of families receiving ‘unemploy- 
ment assistance that will be found dis- 
quieting. One of the reports speaks of 
concealed poverty and of the reluctance 
of applicants to disclose the existence of 
special needs. The examples quoted are 
of deficiencies in household equipment— 
beds and bedding. In a number of such 
cases the Boaid's officers have tactfully 
searched out needs, and, more par- 
ticularly when other agencies could be 
called in, have concentrated help of the 


right kind on the needy family. But the 
scale of need is evidently very great, and 
It would be an error to assume that the 
Board's officers are continually on the 
look out for occasions for spending. They 
are the custodians of the public purse, as 
well as the administrators of a social 
service. 

The hidden and half-hidden needs of 
the community that come within the 
jurisdiction of the Unemployment 
Assistance Board are deep and _ wide- 
spread, and the cost of a service that 
meets them cannot be small. Lord Rush- 
cliffe has described the Board as a 
trustee for the public conscience on the 
matter, and at the same time a trustee 
for the taxpayer, including working 
people in employment. “There's the rub, 
and the Board's new régulations will 
give an empirical answer to a complicated 
question. i

HE House of Lords to-morrow will have 
a debate on the speeches made by Mr 
Neville Chamberlain at the 1900 Club, and 
by Mr. Duff Cooper in Paris last week.

Mr. Baldwin's Health 


The absence of the Prime Minister was 
much discussed in the Lobby to-<lay, and 
there were conflicting reports as to the 
nature of his indisposition and the date of 
his return. There was much talk of 
nervous strain and insomnia, and asser- 
tions that he will not be seen at \West- 
minster this week. I understand, how- 
ever, that it is Mr. Baldwin’s firm inten. 
tion to be back at his duties on Thursday, 
as he will attend the dinner of the City of 
London Conservative Association on the 
evening of that day, and will be present 
in the House of Commons on Friday. In 
oficial circles it was said that Mr.

Italians Arrested After Disgraceful 
Demonstration

A FRAIL, lonely figure, speaking in a language none of the other delegates understood, the 
mperor of Abyssinia made a moving appeal last night to the League of Nations not to 


abandon his unhappy country. 


His speech was the climax of yesterday 's meeting of the League Assembly, which is in session 


to consider raising sanctions against Italy, and it was made despite energetic behind-the-scenes oppo- 


sition by Italy.

The Negus traced the course of the war, spoke of the Italian use of poisonous gases, asked the 
League what it had really done to help him beyond condemning the aggressor, and begged the nations .

A WAR ON WOMEN AND CHILDREN 


Addressing the League of Nations 
Assembly, the Emperor of Abyssinia said: 

' No precedent exists for the head of a 
State appearing before you, as I do now, 
but no precedent exists for the disaster 
which has now befallen our people in the 
violation of the laws forbiddirig national 
conquest and the terrible poisonous rain 
of pas. 

“ It is to defend a people struggling to 
protect an age-old liberty, after having 
myself taken part in the struggle, that I 
come here. 

“1 want also to warn the representa- 
tives of the Governments here who are 
responsible for the welfare of millions of 
men,. women and children, of the deadly 
peril of war and to endeavour to spare 
them the horrors which my people have 
experienced. 


A WAR AGAINST CIVILIANS 

“Not only was this war waged against 
the soldiers, but also against a population 
far removed from the field of hostility. 
An effort was made to terrorise the people 
and to exterminate them. 

““ At the end of last year,” the Emperor 
continued, “ the enemy first used tear gas, 
but this had very slight effect because my 
soldiers learned to scatter and wait until 
the wind had blown away the gas. Barrels 
of mustard gas used on the ground were 
not any more effective. They Affected 
only a few soldiers, for the barrels were a 
warning of the poison in the neighbour- 
hood. 

“ Then, at the time of the operations 
surrounding Makale, the Italians began 
to use further atrocities. Spraying a thin 
vapour of gas from the air, groups of nine, 
fifteen or eighteen aeroplanes sprayed a 
continuous sheet of poisonous gas across 
the countryside. 

“ Thousands of soldiers, men and women 
and children and cattle were killed; 
rivers, lakes and pastures were poisoned. 
Living beings died, and the water and 
pastures were useless, so that even the 
men drinking from polluted lakes died in 
agony. 


ITALY’S BARBARITY 

“ This chief weapon of warfare used by 
Italy was a refinement of barbarity which 
carried war far from the scene of hostili- 
ties. These terrible tactics spread a rain 
of suffering, which killed tens of thousands 
of my subjects who fell victims to the rain 
of mustard gas. 

“To denounce these terrors no one 
other than myself, supported by my brave 
comrades in arms who have seen all these 
things, would be adequate here in Geneva. 
The Notes which my Government had 
addressed to the League cannot by them- 
selves suffice. I, therefore, resolved to 
come myself to bear witness to the crime 
committed against my people. I felt it 
necessary to warn other people of the doom 
that awaits them if they neglect. this 
opportunity. “ 

“In my relations since I have been on 
the Throne I have never neglected the 
opportunity of cultivating friendly rela- 
tions with al) Bowers, with Italy too. That 
has been my steady ambition, and ne oody 
can dispute the correctness of my be- 
haviour. 

“ This has been recognised time and 
again by Italy, especially in 1952, when 
she supported our admission to the League. 


“WE HAD CONFIDENCE IN 
TREATIES ” 


“ The country, under my guidance, has 
gradually become more unified, and I 
would have been able to procure greater 
results if obstacles had not been placed in 
my way by the Italian Government, which 
continually stirred up revolt and trouble 
amongst my people. For the last 14 years 
they have never ceased their preparations 
for the conquest of my country. á 

‘In spite of this we had confidence in 
the treaties to which Italy and other Powers 
subscribed. We saw in them a guarantee 
of security, and they encouraged us to con- 
tinue along the path of reform. 

“ The Italian war cathe as a thunder- 
bolt, but now we know that Italy was 
steadily preparing for it. 

It is certain that the situation would 
not have taken the development that it 
has if a certain Government in Europe had” 
not felt it necessary to obtain the Íriend- 
ship of Italy. A secret treaty has really 
affected the whole course of events.”’ 

The Emperor then quoted from the re- 
port submitted to the Council by the 
Ethiopian Government, showing the course 
of the negotiations in connection with 
various incidents—namely, those at Wal 
Wal and other places, and he also 
criticised the action of certain Powers who 
had refused ‘to allow their nationals to 
act as arbitrators in this conflict. 

The Negus’. speaking of the Wal-Wal 
incident, said: Immediately after this

The Italian 
Government, however, demanded a free 
hand in the defence of its fundamental 
rights in East Africa, and it said that it 
would be failing in its most elementary 
functions if it allowed its full liberty of 
action to be superseded by collective 
agreement. These things are mentioned in 
the report of the Committee of the 
Assembly, which declared Italy guilty of 
aggression. 

‘* I have not hesitated to-declare that the 
war was forced on me in a struggle in 
defence of my people, arid in defence of 
small countries exposed to greed. 

“ Fifty-two countries assured me in 
October that the aggressor would not be 
successful, and I asked them to remember 
their promise, on the faith of which I 
directed the struggle against the invader, 
In the League's struggle—a struggle 
between fifty-two ‘countries, includin 
some of the strongest in the world, can 
one—I had confidence that the League 
would triumph. 


EMBARGOES AGAINST 
ETHIOPIA 


“ However, when I found it necessary in 
the first six months of 1935 to provide 
myself with the arms and ammunition 
which my country had hitherto not pos- 
sessed, I found that many Governments 
had put in force embargoes to prevent my 
doing so. 

‘Italy, however, through the Suez 
Canal, was able to obtain all the latest 
weapons of war of which she had need. 

“In this great eeregere there was a 
nation of 42 millions of people with an 
unlimited supply of the most modern 
death-dealing weapons opposed to a small, 
weak State with a Fees of 12 
millions, and one entirely unprovided with 
any of the modern weapons of war. 

i“ What is the real assistance which has 
been granted by these fifty-two States to 
my country under the Covenant?’’ asked 
the Negus. ‘‘ Had every nation considered 
that an act of war had been personally 
committed against him, as the Covenant 


| says that he should do? In my confidence 


in the League I did not believe that right 
would bow to force. 


CAUSE OF SMALL NATIONS 


‘““ Hundreds of millions of people 
throughout the world shared my con- 
fidence, and that is why I have refused 
all the proposals made to my own advan- 
tage by the Italian Government to betray 
my people. I was defending the cause of 
small nations.” 

He then went on to refer to the action 
of the three Powers—Austria, Hungary 
and Albania—who refused to take part in 
sanctions by reason of their close ties with 
Italy. 

“Other Governments,”’ he said, “ while 
proclaiming scrupulous adherence to the 
principles of the League, actually - took 
every possible step to prevent those prin- 
ciples being put into action, Whenever a 
plan was pro at Geneva to reinforce 
the Covenant these Powers were responsible 
for its rejection. 

“On many occasions we have asked 
financial assistance from the League, but 
we have never received anything in 
practice. What does Article 16, therefore. 
mean? The Djibuti Railway was denied 
to us throughout the operations, but now 
it is being used as the main source of 
supply for the Italian army of occupation. 
Is that neutrality ? 

‘Recently there have been statements 
in the Parliaments of the two greatest 
Powers that, since my country is occupied. 
they have decided to give up those financial 
and economic measures they were applying 
against the aggressor. ' 


INTERNATIONAL MORALITY

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Ba citizens were very apathetic 

about exercising their right to elect 
a new Corporation yesterday—not more 
than about.54.5 per cent. had voted when 
the polling booths closed last br 
Election agents, police and presiding 
officers described it as the quietest election 
they had ever known. The day was devoid 
of incident, and only two cases of alleged 
attempted impersonation were reported— 
one at Marlborough Street Schools and the 
other at Vernon avenue, Clontarf. Both 
occurred in the morning. . 

Ninety-four candidates offered them- 
selves for election to the thirty-five seats 
on the Corporation, but last night there 
seemed to be a general opinion that the 
constitution of the Corporation would 
andergo little change as a result of the 
election. The total electorate of the city 
is 270,554, 


EFFECT OF HEAVY RAIN 


Voting started slowly in the morning, 
increased slightly towards midday, and 
then fell away again. Heavy rain during 
part of the afternoon and evening slowed 
down what should have been an ‘“after- 
work' rush, and the busiest times 
reported. at most of the 112 polling 
stations throughout the Dublin area was 
between 8 and 9 o’clock. Residential areas 
voted fairly well, and business people 
seemed keen to record their preferences. 
For the first time in the City of Dublin 
all persons over the age of twenty-one 
had the right to vote, and the young 
women generally appeared keener to 
exercise this right than the men. 

Another feature of the election was the 
fact that the Commercial Register has 
been abolished. 

Mr. Gerald J. Sherlock, City Manager 
and Town Clerk, who is acting as Return- 
ing Officer, and his deputies visited the 
stations throughout the day; and Mr. 
J. J. Rowe, of the City Manager’s office, 
received the first sealed box of ballot 
papers (from Suffolk street) at Bolton 
Street Technical Schools fifteen minutes 
after the poll closed. 


' READY FOR COUNTING 


A large crowd had gathered outside the 
schools to watch the boxes arrive, escorted 
by the presiding officers from the various 


stations and Civic Guards, For more than 
an hour and a half the boxes were being 
taken into the building, where they were 
guarded by police throughout the night. 

_ The count starts at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and it will probably be lunch-time 
before the contents of all the boxes have 
been checked. The first results are not 
expected before the middle of the after- 
noon. 

An omnibus was chartered by the Lord 
Mayor (Alderman Byrne, T.D.) to. convey 
persons who, through slum clearance 
schemes, had been transferred to places 
some distance from the station at which 
they should vote. This method of trans. 
port was in considerable demand in the 
evening, and, as a result of the rain. all 
parties tried to augment their supply of 
motor vehicles towards the closing hour. 
Polling at Marlborough Street Schools, in 
the neighbourhood of which the Lord 
Mayor spent the greater part: of the day. 
was somewhat slack, and out of a register 
of about 7,000 only 3,233 persons voted. 

A tour of the stations during the after- 
noon and again towards 9 p.m. revealed 
that, in most districts, more than half the 
number of people who voted did so after 
L4 o'clock.

PROGRESS TOWARDS A 
SETTLEMENT

Very satisfactory progress towards a 
settlement of the present dispute between 
the Dublin Master Bakers’ Association, 
the Irish Bakers’, Confectioners’ and 
Allied Trades Amalgamated Union, and 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union was made at a conference held 
under the auspices of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce yesterday. 

The conference opened at 11 a.m., and 
continued, with an interval for lunch, 
until 7 p.m. 

In the early stages the unions informed 
the employers’ representatives that 
arbitration on the demands for increases 
ranging from 7s. per week to 9s. per week 
had been rejected by the workers, and they 
asked that a direct settlement-of the claims 
should be negotiated, if possible. 

When the parties met in the afternoon 
increases amounting approximately to 50 


the employers. In addition, concessions 
were made in regard to working conditions. 

The discussions had not been completed 
when’ it was agreed that the conference 
should adjourn until this afternoon. 

It is known that certain grades of 
workers in the trade are not prepared {0 
accept any compromise; they regard th 
present demands as the minifoum which 
could be, accepted by the rank-and-file. 
This view, together with that of other 
workers, who contend that any substantial 
offer which is made, is a stepping-stone 
towards the grant of the full demand, will 
be submitted to a mass meeting of the 
workers concerned before any agreement is 
signed. :

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SEVERE THUNDERSTORM 
IN DUBLIN

During yesterday afternoon a short, but 
severe, thunderstorm occurred over Dublin. 
There were several very vivid flashes of 
lightning, followed by loud thunder. The 
first of the lightning was followed by a 
downpour of heavy rain, which quickly 
cleared the people off the streets and kept 
them under shelter for a considerable 
time.

Sligo Corporation, having discussed the

Flanagan (Independent Republican). 

Councillor Conlon, as the first occupant 
of the chair, agreed to vacate the position 
after six months in fc~:ur of Councillor 
Flanagan. 

At the outset of the morning mecting 
| four candidates were proposed—Councillors 
Michael Conlon, Patrick. O'Hara (Fine 
Gael), Michael Hughes (Fianna Fail) and 
Patrick J. Flanagan. The voting was 
Conlon, 5; O’Hara, 5; Flanagan, 4: 
Hughes, 3. Hughes was eliminated, and 
the next vote stood: Flanagan, 7; Conlon, 
6; O'Hara, 5. O'Hara dropped out, and 
a further division resulted in Flanagan 
receiving ten votes and Conlon 9. As the 
members present, including the candidates, 
who were not permitted to vote, numbei | 
21, a clear majority was not obtained by 
the highest candidate, and the election fell 
through. 

On resuming after five minutes’ 
adjournment, Conlon, Flanagan and 
Hughes were put forward. The voting 
resulted in Conlon 8, Flanagan 7 and 
Hughes 3. The elimination of the latter 
again gave Flanagan 10“and Conlon 9. 
brineing the Council batk)to the usual 
deadlock. at 

Councillor J. A. O'Connell suggested 
sending the names to the Local Govern- 
ment Department for recommendation. 

Councillor Keighron—It is the business 
of the Corporation, and not the depart- 
ment, to elect a Mayor. 


NOT FROM A HAT 

Alderman Fallon suggested the election 
from a hat. 

Mr. 8. H. Derham, Law Adviser, said 
that would he a lottery, in view of the 
fact that £150 salary was attached to the 
position. It could be adopted if the 
members agreed unanimously to elect the 
candidate whose name was drawn. On 
one occasion in the history’ of that Cor- 
poration, he was informed, when a similar 
deadlock was reached, a passer-by was 
brought in and elected Mayor. 

Councillor Keighron—If memory serves 
me right, the Corporation were very lucky 
in their choice on that occasion. 

Councillor Gallagher suggested giving 
six months’ office to each candidate, but 
Mr. Derham said the Mayor must be 
elected for twelve months, and resigna- 
tion incurred a penalty upon him. 

Councillor Gallagher—The whole pro- 
ceedings are turned into a farce. 

Alderman Depew-—I suggest we go into 
committee, and that the Press leave the 
room. We will have a chat between our- 
selves. 

Alderman Fallon and Councillor Hughes 
objected, the former remarking ‘that it 
might be ¢said things were done behind 
closed doors. 

Councillor O’Connell—If the candidates 
leave the room we can reach a decision. 

Councillor Keighron—That would be 
lovely for you. If you hadn’t so much 
conniving and twisting over this it would 
be better for you. 

Alderman Fallon—I think Councillor 
Keighron should withdraw that remark. 

Councillor O’Connell—I don’t mind 
him at all. 

A motion to adjourn the meeting until 
three-o’clock was carried by 12 votes to 8. 


THE BUILDING TRADE 
DISPUTE 


The outgoing Mayor said that at the 
previous day’s meeting Councillor Mulligan 
accused him of being responsible for pro- 
longing the building trade strike. Every- 
one knew that he more than any other 
person did his best to settle the dispute, 
and to prevent it in the first instance. 

Councillor Mulligan—If I said anything 
like that I withdraw it. I have nothing 
against you as Mayor. 

Shortly after the proceedings opened, 
Councillor Mulligan, who entered the 
chamber leaning on a stick, wy ICE: 
that he was assaulted as he was leaving 
the previous meeting. “ I got the legs 
kicked off me,” he declared, “ but there 
is a lawsuit which will arise later on.” 


LIVELY SCENES 

In the afternoon, as soon as the members 
had assembled, hundreds of young men, 
mostly unemployed, thronged into the 
gallery and completely blocked the 
passages to the council chamber. During 
the adjournments which occurred subse- 
quently they indulged in free abuse of 
several members. 

Councillor Thomas O'Hara declared that 
their admission to the meeting showed that 
the whole thing was staged. 

Councillor Keighron—It is not staged 
by the Labour. Party. 

The propositions were the same as during 
the morning session, and after. two half- 
hour adjournments the same final result— 
Flanagan 10, and Conlon 9—was an- 
nounced.. 

Alderman Fallon asked what would be 
the position if they did not elect a Mayor. 

Mr. Derham, solicitor, said that the 
Mayor’s signature was essential to the 
Council’s business. 

Eventually Councillor Gallagher sug- 
gested appointing Messrs. Conlon and 
Flanagan for six months each, and a 
resolution was passed appointing the out- 
going Mayor for twelve months, on 
undertaking to’resign after six months in 
favour of Councillor Flanagan. 

During the intervals the crowd sang 
numerous songs, and the din created could 
be heard a hundred yards from the build- 
ing. The “ Soldier’s Song ' was rendered 
by the spectators as the tired members 
took their departure.

be released.” 


LONGFORD MURDER 


Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT (Indepen- . 
dent, Roscommon) said that he would like 
information on two matters of great im- 
portance, for which the Attorney-General 
was primarily responsible. One of these 
matters was the decision to try the More 


-O’Ferrall murder case’ before a jury, m- 


stead of before the Military Tribunal. 

The ATTORNEY - GENERAL (Mr. 
Conor Maguire) said that he did not want 
it to appear.that he was unwilling to give 
the information. He thought it proper, 
however, to draw attention to the fact 
that four men had been accorded a trial. 
The first jury had disagreed, and, subse- 
quently, before a second jury, the four 
men were acquitted, and the judge had 
told the jury that their verdict was a 
proper one. He (the Attorney-General) 
did not know whether or not it was 
proper to discuss in that House that trial, 
or to suggest that those men were not 
properly acquitted. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—I do not propose to 
suggest that. I could say a very great 
deal on the subject, but I do not propose 
to. Proceeding, Mr. MacDermot said 
that he would confine himself to ascer- 
taining the principle upon which the 
Attorney-General came to the conclusion 
that the case should be tried before a 
judge, and not before the Military Tri- 
bunal. 

The SPEAKER said that that question 
had been debated upon the estimate 
for the Department of Justice, when the 
whole principle had been discussed. 


MILITARY TRIBUNAL 


Mr. MacDERMOT saidithat he wanted 
to discuss whether or not the case had 
been a suitable one to send to the Mili- 
tary Tribunal. That subject’ had been 
touched upon on the estimate for the 
Department of Justice. He himself had 
touched upon it: In doing so he had said 
that it was primarily a matter for the, 
Attorney-General, and the Attorney=, 
General had intervened to support -that 
view. 

Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE-—I did not say 
any such thing. I have no recollection of 
saying that. It is a matter for the 
Executive Minister. You have a schedule 
to the Act before you, and you Can see 
that I could not send the case to the 
Military Tribunal unless an’ Executive 
Minister had so decided. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—It is surely the 
function of the Attorney-General to advise 
as to the legal effect oí the schedule. 

Mr. MacDermot said that the Attorney- 
General had said in the course of the 
debate on the Department of Justice; 
estimate that he had been surprised that 
the matter should have been raised upon 
that debate, and that it would be more 
appropriately raised upon his own vote, 
Was he (Deputy MacDermot) in order in 
asking the Attorney-General whether or 
not he agreed w:th the explanation of the 
Acting Minister for Justice, offered in the 
House—that the offence committed at 
Lisard was not one that could be regarded 
with certainty as committed with the 
object of impairing or imped the 
machinery of government or the adminis- 
tration of justice?

By this will the 
testator left all his property to the plamtiff, 
who was his second wife. The defendant m 
the suit, Sir Osmond T. Grattan Esmonde, 
Bart., of 27 Upper Pembroke street, Dablin, 
eldest son of the testator, opposed the will 
on the three usual statutory grounds, and 
propounded a will dated July 28, 1927. 

Mr, Geoghegan, K.C.; Mr. E. J. Kelly, 
K.C.; Mr. MeGuckin, K.C., and Mr. Marnan 
(imstructed by Messrs. T. ¥F. O'Connell, 
Rooney and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr. A..E. Wood, K.C.; Mr. FitzGerald, 
K.C.; Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., and Mr. 
Monks {instructed by Mr. L. J. O'Neill) for 
the defendant. 

Mr, Patrick Rooney, solicitor, was further 
cross-examined by Mr. Wood in reference to 
a dispute which counsel said had arisen 
between the testator and his children in re- 
gard to a sum of £40,000 which had been 
leit by the first Lady Esmonde.

It was on the initiative of Argentina

The Emperor spoke in Amharic. and his 
words were translated as he went alone: 

He 
was loudly applanded as he came down 
from the rostrum after the conclusion of 
his speech. 

A woman from the Diplomatic Tribunes 
attempted to hiss, but quickly stopped 
when indignant spectators alongside 
turned round and looked at her.

EXPENDITURE STEADY

Last night the Department of Finance 
issued the Free State Exchequer return for 
the first quarter of the financial year 1936. 
Compared with the first three months of 1935 
the revenue is £433,387 higher than at this 
time last year, a striking contrast to the 
figures on the 30th June, 1935, when the 
revenue was £399,430 lower than at the same 
period of 1934. 

Expenditure tells another tale. Although 
the total is £243,720 lower than in the first 
three months of 1935, which was higher than 
1934 by £443,523, it is no less than £1,463,585 
higher than the revenue for the past three 
months. The totals are :—

The above table shows that the principal 
increases are in Customs and Income Tax, 
the first of which is £211,000 and the second 
£185,000 higher. Last year the greatest in- 
crease was in Excise, which this year shows 
a falling off of £45,000. The increase of 
£71,000 in Estate Duty is a welcome change 
from ‘last year, when this source of revenue 
showed a fall of £50,000. The only other 
item which calls for comment is Land 
Annuities, under which nothing has this year 
been paid into the Exchequer as compared 
with £38,774 received up to this time last 
year. 

The revenue during the last ten days of 
the quarter was £617,002, as compared with 
£507,786. in the last week of June, 1935, and 
expenditure amounted to £2,182,331, compared 
with £1,076,778. 


EXCHEQUER BALANCE 


The only “ other receipt ’’ last week was 
£15,000 from Savings Certificates, and the 
“other issues” were £51,000 of Savings 
Certificates paid off, and £48,000 for local 
loans. The balance in the Exchequer on 
the 50th June was £786,515, as compared with 
£564,895 on the same date last year and 
£2,578,100 on Ist April, 1936.

K.-O, Morgan, of America, gained a saup-s 
prise victory on points over Scheer Kin 
(Manchester), the British bantam-weigh 
champion, in a ten rounds over-weight con- 
test at Glasgow last night. Morgan deserved 
the verdict, and at the finish he was so 
excited that he danced round the ring, 
hurdled the ropes, and then ran round the 
arena shaking hands with friends. From 
the first the American forced the pace, 
and administered severe punishment. He 
manoeuvred the champion into a corner, and 
wat with a series of léfts to the head and 
ody. sá 
As the fight progressed King was inclined 
to hold, and he was warned on two occasions 
by the referee. King could not find an open- 
ing in Morgan’s brilliant defence, which was 
one of the features of the bout. King had” 
the better of matters in the ,fourth round; 
but later his defence was continually pierced “ 
by Morgan’s left, which really won the 
American the fight. Morgan often had the- 
champion confused’ wih his wunerthodox 
methods. In the last few rounds hé worked 
hard for a knock-out, and almost succeeded, 
and King had to cover up with both hands: 
as his opponent forced him md the ring. . 

Both adopted “rush tactics in the closing 
stages, and Morgan usually came out on top. 
King finished the fight in a crouching posi- 
tion, with Morgan puhching at him: with 
either hand. | 

In a ten rounds, contest in the same ring 
Jake Kilrain (Glasgow); British welter- 
weight champion, out-pointed Jean Deblaw 
mount (France).
